Libels Upon the President.

The ferillity of invention and reécklessness of
assertion of those whose political stock-in-trade
congigts of enmity to the Presldent, are tempting
them to play on the intelligenee of the American
prople st the same time that they attempt to in-
flame thelr psassions, Their modes of warfare
are as disgraceful as some of those practised by
the late Rebels, They have exhansted the pos-
sibilities of personal slander and vituperation,
and finding that this is already losing its power

(we warned them it would soon become power-
less when they began it), they are concocting
charges nguingt President Johasoun of entertan-
ing the most violent revolutionary purposes, and
ol an intention W commit the most feariul politi-
cal erimes,

To cool-headed people, possessed of & falr

degree ol reason and digestion, it will seem all
but inoredible that there are before us at this
moment tome hulf-a-dozen journals (we suppose
we could by looking further find twice as many)
which, i lending 1ype, acouse the President of
compassing the overthrow of the Government
hy & coup dolal, snd 0F nsurping supreme power
by military force, This, too, not ln sarcasm, as
sane people might suppose, nor ne an excreise
with mellectual skyarockets, but with that sort
of iydrophobie esrnestness which is 20 often a
chiurgcteristic of those who are swayed by other
forces than resson, led by other guides than
condolence, and bave other aims thun the tri-
mnph of justice. We take the nrst of these arti-
